The Holy Eucharist Explained 
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THE PRE-LENTEN SEASON. 

This Sunday is Septuagesima Sunday, the beginning of 
the pre-Lenten season, which marks in the Church’s calendar 
the close of the Christmas cycle of feasts and the beginning of 
the easter cycle. Septuagesima Sunday reminds us that we 
must begin now to prepare for the holy season of Lent which 
is but three weeks distant. 1 

To enforce this reminder the Church dons her penitential 
garb. The priest at the altar is clothed in the purple robes of 
penance. The Gloria, the angels’ song of joy, proclaiming 
glory to God in the highest, is omitted. The joyful alleluia is 
hushed. The prayers of the Mass bespeak the necessity of 
penance and sorrow for sin. Everything in the liturgy warns 
us that the Church is about to enter upon a season of repent- 
ance. 

What Septuagesima and the following Sundays before 
Lent mean to the Church they should mean to us, namely a 
season of preparation during which we should make ourselves 
ready for the coming of Lent. Important events in our lives 

‘have a surprising way of stealing upon us unawares. We are 
so engrossed with business concerns, family cares and the . 
pursuit of legitimate recreation that we fail to notice the 
passing of time. Then often when it is too late we regret that 
we had not more time to prepare ourselves properly for them. 

Lent will not catch us unprepared if we heed the timely 
warning of the Church on Septuagesima Sunday. The Gos-
